Fliers back in U.S., hospitalized

The three American pilots freed by 


North Vietnam spent their first day 
hosae in military hospitals in three 
parts of the country today, still beset 
by political controversy over their 
return. 


Air Force Maj. Edward Elias and 


Navy Lts. <j-g-) Mark Gartley and 
Norris Charles, dressed in freshly 
tailored service uniforms and wearing 
their combat decorations, arrived at 
Kennedy International Airport in New 
York Thursday night. They were 
greeted by family, friends and a 
delegation of ranking military men. 


The trio separated from their escort 


of antiwar activists and. after a highly

officer, headed fur military hospitals 
m New York, Alabama and California. 
Mrs. Gartley, whose son was a 
prisoner for four years, objected to 
the knmediate assignment, saying she 
wanted hkn to spend a few days with 
his family. 
The POWs had rejected offers to 


turn themselves over to U.S. 
government officials at various points 
along their journey, which included 
stops in Peking. Moscow and 
Copenhagen. 


Elias told newsmen on the flight 


from Copenhagen to New York that 
M felt they had fulfilled the condi- 
Jons of the release set by Hanoi by 


remaining with the accompanying 
peace group until they reached the 
UnitMl Slam.

for military hospitals drew sharp 
criticism from the antiwar activists 
who had arranged the release with the 
North Vietnamese. 


The release and the way it was 


achieved also brought renewed 
charges that the three prisoners were 
used for propaganda purposes.

months, joined his family and flew to 
Maxwell Air Force Base in Mont- 
gomery, Ala. Gartley. 28, went to a 
family reunion at the U.S. Naval 
Hospital at St. Albans in New York 
City, white the 27-year-old Charles, a. 


Cor nine months, flew to a 


naval hospital in San Diego. Calif. 


Gartiey's mother and Norris' wife 


made the journey to Hanoi. 


Cora Weiss said she and the other 


three chaperooes. David T. DeUinger. 
58. Richard A. Falk. 41. and the Rev. 
William Sloane Coffin Jr.. had been 
deceived by Elias. She said the major 
had indicated antiwar sentiments in 
Hanoi only to change his attitude 
once they departed. 


"We have just witnessed a recap- 


ture scene, one incarceration replac- 
ing another," Mrs. Weiss said after the 
three men and their families drove 
away from the airport in government 
cars.

Crime increase is small 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 


administration says serious crime 
during the first half of the year 
increased 1 per cent over the same 
period in 1971. The increase was the 
smallest since the FBI began issuing 
quarterly reports 12 years ago. 


By comparison, said Atty. Gen. 


Richard G. Kleindienst, serious crime 
increased 7 per cent during the first 
180 days of 1971; violent crime was 
up 11 per cent and property crime up 
6 per cent 


He said the increase in both violent 


and property crimes during the first 
six months of 1972 was 1 per cent. 


But Sen. George McGovern, the 


Democratic candidate for president, 
said the figures do not present a true 
picture of crime in America. 


McGovern issued a statement in 


which he said a commission created 
when Lyndon B. Johnson was 
president found that only one of every 
three crimes committed is reported. 


"There is so much crime in our 


country that the police can only deal 
with the most serious cases," said 
McGovern. "If your car is broken into 
by a heroin addict, there is no hope 
of getting your possessions back and 
there is no sense reporting the crime 
to the police. You simply have to 
accept being a victim of crime." 


He said: "The American people do 


not want to hear that the problem has 
almost stopped getting worse. They 


want to see some progress. They want 
to hear what President Nixon is doing 
to make things get better. And the 
fact is that he is doing almost 
nothing." 


The crime statistics released by the 


Justice Department were compiled by 
the FBI in its Uniform Crime Report 
through information received volun- 
tarily from 5,606 local, county and 
state law-enforcement agencies. 


In the report, murder, forcible rape, 


robbery and aggravated assault make 
up the violent-crime category and 
burglary, larceny over $50 and auto 


theft comprise the property category. 


Forcible rape during the six-month 


period showed a 14-per cent increase, 
by far the largest rise in any of the 
seven crimes on which the statistics 
are gathered. Aggravated assault, 
showing the second highest increase, 
was up 6 per cent over the same 
period last year. 


The other crimes: property crimes, 


up 1 per cent; murder, up 1 per cent; 
burglary, up 4 per cent; larceny $50 
and over, up 1 per cent; robbery, 
down 4 per cent, and auto theft, down 
4 per cent. 


State crime fluctuates 


MILWAUKEE (AP)-While the crime 


rate in Madison increased by almost 16 
per cent during the first half of 1972, 
compared with the same period a year 
ago, Milwaukee's rate decreased, the U. 
S. Justice Department said Thursday. 


Nationally, serious crime was up by 


1 per cent 


Milwaukee was one of 72 cities of 


more than 100,000 population that 
showed crime decreases during the 
first six months of the year. 


Milwaukee had an increase for two 


of the four categories of violent crime, 
with robberies up from 285 to 367 and 
aggravated assaults up from 307 to 
337. Murders were down from 27 to 


22 and rapes down from 47 to 35. 


Madison had two murders in the 


period in 1971 but none in 1972. 
However, this year it had 24 forcible 
rapes compared with 13 a year ago. 41 
robberies compared with 32 a year 
ago,l,334 burglaries in contrast to 1,020 
a year ago and 352 auto thefts com- 
pared with 239 in the same period in 
1972. 
However, the larceny rate in 


Madison -was down, with 1,181 
reported in the first six months of 
1972 compared with 1,225 a year ago. 
Aggravated assaults in 1972 were 15 
compared with 16 last year in the 
same period. 


Freed fliers 
exceptional, 
group says 


LOS ANGELES (AP)-The three 


prisoners of war just released by 
North Vietnam were kept in special 
camps, given better than normal care 
and then released for propaganda 
purposes, the leader of a POW 
families group says. 


Mrs. Stephen Hanson, chairman of 


the board of the National League of 
Families of American Prisoners and 
Missing in Southeast Asia, told a news 
conference Thursday that North 
Vietnam was "using our loved ones 
as propaganda." 


Mrs. Hanson did not elaborate on 


her charge of special treatment for the 
three POWs who were released and 
who returned to the United States 
Thursday night- 


She said members of her group had 


remained silent to prevent jeopar- 
dizing the release of the three, but she 
said members felt the release was only 
"a token.. .for Hanoi's benefit." 


She said, "We object to David 


Dellinger and Cora Weiss, two no- 
torious antiwar activists, using our 
loved ones as propaganda. David 
Dellinger's actions in the past in civil 
disruption is for one thing contrary 
to everything my husband stood for." 


Gartley, broke down aboard the 
airplane when she failed to convince 
a Defense Department officer to let 
her take her son on a prearranged 
vacation. 


"I didn't cry when you told me four 


years ago that my son had been 
captured in Vietnam, and I haven't 
cried since until tonight," she told the 
officer, Roger Shields. 


"Your son is also an officer in the 


U.S. Navy." Shields interjected. He 
also told her that Gartley was being 
promoted to full lieutenant. 


The question of whether the three 


released POWS would wear their 
uniforms apparently was settled 
aboard the Scandinavian Airlines 
System 747 jetliner en route to New 


York. The men were said to have 
voted on whether to don the uniforaas, 
which had been given them in Moscow. 
They did so about 90 minutes out from 
New York City. 


Dellinger said Defense Department 


officials led the men to different parts 
of the plane to put the uniforms on. 


"It's quite clear the Pentagon and 


State Department want men released 
only if they are in uniform and 
speaking their lines." said the Rev. 
Mr. Coffin. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers said in New York, "We are 
pleased that the prisoners of war are 
back in the United States and we 
hope very soon that all the prisoners 
will be returned." 


Thieu gets 
details on 
sec ret talks 


SAIGON (AP)-President Nixon is 
sending one of his special envoys to 
Saigon to give President Nguyen Van 
Thieu a full report on the secret peace 
negotiations in Paris. 


It was learned that Maj. Gen. 


Alexander M. Haig, the No. 2 man on 
the National Security Council and 
deputy to presidential adviser Henry 
A. Kissinger, is due in Saigon on 
Sunday. 


The development came as Thieu 


told newsmen he has not seen any 
change in the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong public position for a 
negotiated 
settlement of the In- 


dochina war. 


Thieu was asked if he had seen any 


shift in the North Vietnamese position 
at the weekly public sessions of the 
peace talks and he replied: 


"I have not seen any change from 


the position of the Communists. On 
the contrary, their newest position is 
more vicious, more stubborn than 
ever." He referred to declarations 
issued by the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong on Sept. 11 and 15. 


Thieu said, however, that he had 


not received any communication from 
Kissinger about the content and 
results of his two days of secret 
meetings Tuesday and Wednesday 
with North Vietnamese representat- 
ives in Paris. 


It was understood, however, from 


other sources that the U.S. ambas- 
sador to Saigon, Ellsworth Bunker, 
had given Thieu a brief report on the 
secret negotiations and also advised 
him that Haig was being sent here to 
give him a full and detailed account. 


Thieu also is reportedly bound by 


a general agreement on all side? not 
to make any comments on the secret 
negotiations. 


The feeling in Saigon is that there 


has been some kind of a development 
in the secret negotiations but there 
is no indication whether it is a move 
forward, whether new proposals have 
been made, or whether one side or 
another has hardened or in some way 
shifted its stand. 


It is believed that only a handful 


of U.S. and South Vietnamese of- 


ficials, including Thieu and Bunker, 
have any indication and they are not 
talking. 
in response to a question whether 


he saw any reason for hope for peace 
soon, Thieu replied: "I began to lose 
any hope because since four years I 
have hoped every day, but four years 
has gone and my hope is gone. Now 
I continue to have new hope. But I 
don't know when that hope will 
come." 
He referred to the four years of the 


Paris peace talks which have been 
deadlocked. 
Thieu, speaking to newsmen after 


an address to a gathering of doctors 
at the Saigon Medical Center, was 
asked several questions about the U.S. 
presidential election. 


"I think the standard view of 


President Nixon on the Indochina war 
is very clear and we also have a very 
clear position on how to conclude the 
war in Indochina and in Vietnam," 
Thieu said. "How the election in the 
United States affects that position, I 
don't know because it is internal 
affairs and it has a direct influence 
on President Nixon. But we still 
maintain our position." 


Thieu sidestepped a question on 


what effect the election of Sen. 
George McGovern might have on 
Vietnam.

Laird raps McGovern, 
taxpayers get the bill 


Mitchell cited for politics in office 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While 


serving as attorney general, John N. 
Mitchell personally controlled a 
clandestine Republican fund 
ear- 


marked for gathering intelligence 
about Democrats, The Washington 
Post reported today. 


The newspaper quoted "several 


reliable sources" as saying that 
Mitchell personally approved 
withdrawals from the fund as early 
as the spring of 1971, almost a year 
before he resigned 
as 
attorney 


general to become President Nixon's 
reelection campaign manager. 


Mitchell quit the campaign job in 


mid-summer and since has served the 
Nixon campaign only in a behind- 
the-scenes capacity. 


The Committee for the Reelection 


of the President promptly issued a 


statement denying the Post account. 


"There is absolutely no truth to the 


charges in the Post story," said Powell 
Moore, the committee's information 
director. 


Although Mitchell was the first 


controller of the secret fund, four 
other Nixon associates later were 
authorized to approve payments from 
it, the Post said. 


The sources identified the four as 


former Commerce Secretary Maurice 
H. Suns, now finance director for the 
Nixon campaign; Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, a former White House aide 
and now deputy director of the 
campaign organization; a third person 
identified only as "a high White 
House official now involved in the 
campaign," and a fourth described 
only as "a campaign aide outside of 


Washington." 


"Neither Mr. Mitchell nor Mr. Stans 


have any knowledge of an disburse- 
ment from 
an alleged 
fund 
as 


described by the Post," Moore said. 
And neither of them controlled any 
committee expenditures while serving 
as government officials." 
Examining the legality of a 


government official controlling polit- 
ical funds, the Post quoted a Justice 
Department official as saying no law 
prohibits a Cabinet member from 
engaging in political activity. 


But the newspaper quoted a lawyer 


involved in the case as saying, "I 
don't know. There's a question." 


It was uncovered first when the 


General Accounting Office audited 
Republican campaign records and 


reported a fund of $350,000 kept in 
Stans' office safe, the newspaper said. 


It reported the GAO said the ab- 


sence of public reports on the sources 
and distribution of the cash was in 
apparent violation of a new law 
requiring public reports of campaign 
contributions and expenditures. 


The Post has identified the cache 


in Stans' safe as a special fund 
designated for intelligence-gathering 
directed at Democrats. 


The investigations by the GAO, the 


FBI and others stemmed from the 
Jane 17 break-in at the Democratic 
National Committee's headquarters in 
the Watergate office building. Seven 
men have been indicted by a federal 
grand jury on charges of conspiring 
to break into the offices and attempt 
to plant wiretap devices 


WASHINGTON (AP) - At tax- 


payers" expense. Secretary of Defense 
Melvm R. Laird traveled through the 
Midwest this week, defending ad- 
ministration programs and attacking 
Democratic presidential candidate 
George McGovern at virtually every 
stop. 


Despite his comments. Laird and 


Pentagon aides insisted the trip-and 
several others like it over the past 
weeks-was nompohtical. 


That means the taxpayers, not the 


Committee for the Reelection of the 
President, picked up the expenses for 
his four-engine Air Force jet. 


Traditionally, secretaries of Defense 


have remained aloof from partisan 
politicking during presidential cam- 
paigns but Laird, on every one of 
these trips, has criticized the 
Democratic nominee. 


This week, his plane put down at 


Wichita Falls, Tex., home of Sheppard 
Air Force Base: and Fort Worth, Tex.. 
Oklahoma City, and Wichita, Kan., all 
sites of big defense plants employing 
thousands. 


"Today we are second to none and 


we know the American people will 
reject the counsel of indecisive people 
who would settle for second-best," he 
declared Thursday in Wichita. 


To his Fort Worth audience, Laird 


spoke of concern over "calls for 
defense-budget cuts that would 
magnify our country's risks and lessen 
our prospects for lasting peace." 


"Those who want to cut defense 


spending . . are not really interested 
in relieving the taxpayer of any part 
of his burden," he told civic clubs in 
Oklahoma City. 


"On the contrary, they want to 


dangerously slash defense spending so 
they can spend more tax dollars for 
other things such as a $1,000 
giveaway for every man, woman, and 
child in this country." 


Asked on a CBS radio program 


earlier this week if he was playing a 


political role in the Nixon campaign. 
Laird replied: "No I'm not. 


"I will answer charges, however, 


that are made in connection with 
running the Department of Defense, 
w i t h o u r n a t i o n a l - s e c u r i t y 
requirements, or personal attacks 
along the line made by Sen. 
McGovern last Sunday."

The ailing house 
Cold wall 
needs more 
insulation

Q: The outside wall of our living 


room sweats enough in very cold 
weather to discolor the wallpaper 
slightly. We are getting ready to 
redecorate. One paint man says, "Don't 
use latex paint; use vinyl wallpaper." 
Another says, "Vinyl wallpeper won't 
stick; use latex paint." Who. if either, is 
right? -Marietta, Ohio. 


A: I disagree with both. Go ahead 


with your choke. Let me add: If you*B 
have that cold wall insulated mere 
adequately, it won't sweat. Further, 
you'll save appreciably on heating bills 
to help pay for it. You'll be mere com- 
fortable, too. 


Q: Our concrete block basement 


walls are cracking all over. Can we put 
wood paneling over them? How is it 
done? -Appteton, Wis. 


A: Perfectly possible job. But cross 


your fingers that the cracking won't 
get so bad that water will start seeping 
or leaking in later on. Then youll have 
a real problem. One good method: Paint 
a coating of thinned-down roofing- 
cement over the walls; it makes a good 
sealer under these conditions. Then 
furring strips, using either expansion 
fasteners or masonry nails. In the space 
created by the furring strips, blanket 
insulation, over which you secure the 
paneling. The insulation will help check 
any problems due to condensation.

City to get more money 


Appleton is among the 93 per cent of 


Wisconsin municipalities that stand to 
gain substantially next year in their 
shares of state-collected taxes, accord- 
ing to Gov. Patrick Lucey. 


„ S . s from the state Department of 


Reven- e issued this week by Lucey 
show that Appleton will receive 
$637,000 more next year than this year. 


The sum includes direct property tax 


payments made by the state to reduce 
individual tax bills, as well as payments 
made to municipal governments to 
allocate as they see fit in their budgets. 


Appleton's total next year is estimat- 


ed by revenue department computers 
at $4.4 million. The department issued 
figures for the state's 20 largest 
municipalities. Figures also were 
released for Fond du Lac, Oshkosh and 
Green Bay, but were not immediately 
available for all municipalities in the 
Fox Valley area. 


Earlier estimates 


Appleton Finance Director Reynold 


Running said he had received estimates 
earlier that the city will receive 
$2,725,000 in shared tax payments 
direct to the city, while the property tax 
relief payment was not yet known. 
Based on the Lucey announcement, 
that sum would total $1,675,000 next 
year. 


According to the governor's an- 


nouncement, the property tax relief 
porhpoction contains the largest 
increases, while the payments direct to 
municipalities will remain close to their 
1972 levels. 


While the governor's statement said 


93 per cent of the state's municipalities 
show "major gains" in shared taxes, 
county governments will experience a 
net drop. They will receive S512.000 less 
than the $49.8 million total they are 
getting this year, the state computer 
printout predicted. 


The calculations forecast that S370.4 


million will be available for redistribu- 
tion next year, compared with S324.8 
million this year and $282.8 million in 
1971. 


The formula under which the money 


will be handed out is the same as that in 
effect this year; it was approved by the 
legislature last fall at Lucey's insis- 
tence. Basically, about half the money 
is distributed on the basis of population, 
and the remainder to areas with 
equalized tax rates over 17 mills. 


"The new estimates reflect the more 


equitable formula and the rapidly 
improving economic conditions in the 
state which will contribute more 
revenues for distribution." Lucey said. 


Milwaukee gained the most money 


under the estimates —$9.3 million, to a 
total of $75 million in shared tax 
revenue for 1973. 


Madison was second with a $2.6 


million gain; Green Bay was third with 
$1.14 million over this year and Racine 
fourth with an additional $1.02 million. 


The largest loss among the counties 


was for Milwaukee County, which is 
expected to receive $386,000 less than 
this year. 


The Department of Revenue com-

Appleton has received a stern warn- 


ing from the Department of Natural 
Resources that the city is risking !oss of 
federal aid for sewage treatment plant 
expansion unless steps are taken im- 
mediately to stem the invasion of clear 
water into the sexvage system. 


The warning came in a letter from a 


DNR official to Consoer. Townsend & 
Associates. Chicago, the city's en- 
gineering consultants designing an ex- 
panded treatment plant that must be 
built to meet DNR antipollution orders. 


The DNR has approved a plant 


treatment capacity of 16.5 million 
gallons per day of waste. But DNR 
assistant wastewater section chief 
Robert Benson told the engineers that 
this size was based on the city's "im- 
mediately embarking on a clear water 
elimination program. 


"To date we have not been advised of 


any progress on this program, and 
should we not receive anything in the 
immediate future regarding the city's 
intent and actions on this matter, the 
design flow will necessarily have to be 
raised, resulting in the possibility of a 
loss of federal funding." 


Several questions 


Benson also raised several questions 


about specific features in the design of 
the new plant, which has been submit- 
ted to the DNR by the engineers for 
preliminary approval. 


Public Works Director Robert Miller 


said today he is seeking more informa- 
tion from Consoer, Townsend before he 
can comment on the design questions.

Economists say '73 
to be better than 72

Economists generally agree that 1973 


will be as good a year as 1972 has been, 
but the nation can look forward to 
more severe inflationary stresses in the 
1970's and will have to seek ways to 
grapple with them on a national policy 
level,

managing editor of Fortune magazine, 
said today. 


He said this was- not a criticism of 


Phase 2 governmental econcomic con- 
trols — which he believes have been 
doing as much as they can be expected 
to do to curb inflation -but a fact of life 
in this nation. The forces bringing on 
inflation are powerful, he said. 


Bowen was the main speaker today 


at Lawrence University as a guest lec- 
turer on the topic, "What the Economy- 
Will Look Like After the Election." 


Lawrence is host to more than 100 


area corporate executives at a program 
on the economic contributions of 
independed colleges and universities in 
the state. The program is sponsored by 
the Wisconsin Foundation of Indepen- 
dent Colleges under a grant to the 
foundation's 18 member colleges by the 
United States Steel Foundation. 


The LU program concludes a week of 


identical presentations at Marquette 
University, 
Milwaukee, 
Carroll 


College, Waukesha, and Edgewood 
College, Madison. 


Interview 


Bowen, who was slated to speak at 


2:30 p.m. today, was interviewed this 
morning by The Post-Crescent.

clear water getting into the sewage. 


There are three basic sources of clear 


water invading the sanitary- sewer sys- 
tem — building-roof and foundation 
drains, clear water from air condition-

processes and leaky sewers. 


The city's newly enacted sanitary* 


sewer service charge, by levying a fee 
based on the amount of material 
discharged into sanitary sewers, has 
encouraged industries, large offices and 
other sources of uncontaminated water 
to stop their discharges to the sanitary 
sewers. They now must pay for it, 
Miller explained. 


"This is a positive step that is being 


taken, and obviously the state is not 
aware of that," Miller said. 


Television inspection 


Another positive step he listed is the 


yearly television inspection of selected 
sanitary sewers to spot leaks and faults, 
followed by repairs. The Public Works 
Department has each year sought more 
funds in its budget for TV sewer in- 
spection, he noted.

Veterans, labor add 
voices to FVTI strike 


Two new organizations are involved 


in the strike at the Fox Valley Technical 
Institute and the chances of immediate 
settlement by the two specific parties 
involved — the board and the teachers' 
association —appears to be slim. 


Besides the representative of the 


Wisconsin Employment Relations 
Commission, who was brought into the 
situation via an unfair labor practice 
suit against the board, the Wisconsin 
Education Association, which is serv- 
ing as "counselor" for the teachers' 
association, two other groups made 
their voices heard this morning. 


The armed forces' veterans at FVTI 


met at the school to try to organize and 
get at the issues involved in an effort to 
determine whether they can put pres- 
sure on the two parties to meet in the 
near future and try to resolve the 
problem. 


Another 
group, the 
Appleton 


Federation of Labor, threw its support 
behind the teachers. 


Unanimous support 


According to the release, the council 


support "came in the form of a 
unanimous vote of delegates at the 
monthly meeting of all AFL-C1O local 
unions." 


Ronald Shied, president of the coun- 


cil, stated in the release that the council 
"considers the conduct of the FVTI 
board unbelievably irresponsible. The 
board's federal refusal to cooperate 
with and accept the fact finding report 
of the WERC is totally inexcusable. 
Expecting the teachers to work 
without a contract for over a year is 
appalling." 


The veterans, who are not organized 


into a group at FVTI, but plan to do so 
Monday morning, took a neutral stand 
on the issue, although it was evident 
from the discussion that at least some 
of them had met with either one or the 
other or both sides. 


Most of the 30 present at the meeting 


appeared to be more concerned with 
the GI Bill benefits, which they receive 
from the Veterans Administration, and 
how the strike would affect their 
benefits and classroom instruction. 


Attendance requirements 


At the moment, the men are required 


to attend the sessions which the ad- 
ministration is offering wherever pos- 
sible. 


According to the VA rules, the men 


must attend classes in order to receive 
the monthly benefits. The apparent 
complaint voiced at this morning's ses- 
sion was that there is very little proper 
and official instruction going on. 


William Ihienfeldt, student services 


supervisor who is in charge of the ad- 
ministration of the GI Bill, told The 
Post-Crescent this morning that he had 
been informed by the VA that in emer- 
gency situations, the veterans may get 


the benefits by attending an equivelent 
number of hours in the open labora- 
tory. 


"If they feel that they are not 


worthwhile, I have agreed to try to 
work out an arrangement through 
which they can terminate this time for 
the duration of the strike and pick up 
their benefits when they return to the 
classroom." 


This would mean, he said, that they 


can get the bill at a later date. 


Suspended benefits 


The problem'for the veterans, which 


is the same as for the people enrolled 
under the Manpower Development 
Training Act, is that the benefits are 
suspended for the time they are not 
attending class. 


The benefits are reinstated when 


they return to the classroom, but it 
could take a number of months to 
process. 


"We are trying to make every oppor- 


tunity available for these people so that 
that doesn't have to happen," William 
Sirek, FVTI director, explained. 


In the veterans' meeting this morn- 


ing, the group selected a number of 
students to act as spokesmen for them. 
At Monday's meeting, set for 9 a.m. at 
FVTI, they hope they can organize and 
be heard as an official voice. 


The strike is in the fourth day. As of 


this morning, no further negotiations 
had been scheduled. A representative 
of the WEA stated that they are trying 
to contact the WERC negotiator to set 
up another meeting.

otosclerosis. My left ear is so bad I can 
.hardly hear. I also was told I had it 
.seven years ago, but my doctor would 
not agree to a stapedectomy operation 
at that time. 


Please tell me what otosclerosis 


really is. I am 49. Would the operation 
be advisable at this time? I've been 
thinking of it very seriously. —Mrs. E.B. 


Otosclerosis is caused by a growth of 


bone inside the ear — there's this tiny 
linkage of three bones that carry sound 
vibrations from the eardrum to the 
inner ear. 


Overgrowth or thickening of these 


bones can prevent them from moving 
freely — and if they can't move freely, 
they can't carry .those vibrations. 
Without those vibrations being trans- 
mitted to the auditory nerve, you can't 
hear very well or maybe at all. 


Several million people have this 


trouble to greater or lesser degree, but 
as common as the condition is, the 
cause is not known. (Of course, infec- 
tion causes some cases.) In some in- 
stances the condition appears to run in 
families. 


The operation called stapedectomy 


restores hearing in 80 to 90 per cent of 
cases by'freeing the linkage so the tiny 
bones can move properly again and 
transmit sound. The ear specialist must, 
of course, first make sure your loss of 
hearing is not due to degeneration of 
the auditory nerve, as the operation 
naturally cannot do anything about 
that. 


Without knowing the reasons in- 


volved, I cannot speculate as to why 
your doctor did not recommend the 
operation years ago. Techniques in use 
today are very effective, and I recom- 
mend you consider it now. Your age is 
not a factor.

has occurred. High blood pressure also 
can lead to ear noises. So can some 
drugs. No single remedy will suit all 
cases.

Oh, these stubborn, and sometimes 


foolhardy, husbands! 


From your description, this could be 


a tumor of the testis, which is a serious 
matter and should be taken care of at 
once. 


Or it could be an accumulation of 


fluid, which is called a hydrocele, which 
can be taken care of quite easily. 


Neither condition is painful, but the 


size you describe indicates that it could 
be uncomfortable. 


Your husband is taking too great a 


risk by refusing to see the doctor. There 
is only one thing that will do any good, 
and that is for him to be examined. And 
promptly. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I've had all sorts 


of noises and ringing in my ear for over 
a year, and now it is in the other ear. My 
doctor gave me pills, but they didn't 
help. Is there anything to do for it? Will 
it damage the ear? What causes those

1F111A returns Sv 
to war dufy 
in Vietnam 


SAIGON (AP) - The controversial 


F111A fighter-bombers returned to 
combat Thursday for the first time in 
4K yews and attacked North Viet- 
nam's northwest rail line and military 
barracks between Hanoi and the 
Chinese border, the U.S. Command 
announced today. 


For the fourth successive day 


Thursday, Air Force, Navy and 
Marine fighter-bombers launched 
more than 300 strikes across North 
Vietnam, the command said. 


The key raids were made by the 


Fills, which carry up to 29,000 
pounds of bombs, or twice the load 
that any other fighter-bomber can 
cam'. They were in an area about 55 
miles northwest of Hanoi and 100 
mites below the Chinese border. The 
command gave no assessment on the 
damage they caused. 


The Air Force also reported that F4 


Phantom jets attacked what it 
described as a supply facility 28 miles 
southwest of Hanoi. Pilots said their 
bombs set off big explosions and fires. 


North Vietnam alleged that U.S. 


warplanes "wantonly" attacked the 
outskirts of Hanoi "causing many 
civilian casualties including children." 
It said three U.S. planes had been shot 
down in two southern provinces of 
North Vietnam, but made no mention 
of the fate of the pilots. 


Fidel, Angela 
join in appeal

(AP)-Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro and American 
black militant Angela Davis have 
issued a joint appeal to their

socialism emerge one day in the 
United States ... 90 miles from Cuba," 
Castro told thousands of cheering 
Cubans in Havana's Revolutionary 
Plaza Thursday.

For six hours the prosecution will 


recite its circumstantial case against 
the 38 year-old Mexican national, 
Sutler County Dist. Atty. G. Dave 
Teja said Thursday. 


Superior Court Judge Richard E. 


Patton confirmed the circumstantial 
nature of the case when he ascer- 
tained in court earlier this week that 
the prosecution had no one to put 
forward to say he had actually seen 
Corona assaulting any of the victims. 


The victims were lonely men - 


some drifters, some winos, some 
whose names are still unknown — who 
wandered the California migrant farm 
trail. 


Corona, a farm labor contractor, is 


married and the father of four 
children. His priest calls him "an 
exemplary father and a fine Chris- 
tian." He neither smokes nor drinks 
alcohol. He pleaded innocent. 


News of the killings began to trickle 


from the rich, Sutler County farmland 


near Yuba City shortly after rancher 
Gori Kagahiro discovered what ap- 
peared to be a grave in his orchard. 
Deputies dug up the body of Kenneth 
E. Whitacre. 


In the 16 days from May 21 to June 


5, 1971, 25 bodies were found, most

of them on the Jack Sullivan Ranch 
five miles north of Yuba City. Corona 
was arrested on May 26. 


Undersheriff Frank Cartoscelli said 


of the victims, "Most of the back of 
their heads were hacked up, and they 
were all stabbed in the chest area."

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. (AP) - 
Israeli Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
says Palestinian terrorists are a 
"recognized arm" of some Arab 
governments and that Egypt and 
Lebanon in particular are giving the 
commandos military and moral sup- 
port. 


He told the General Assembly 


Thursday, "Not a week passes 
without a central Egyptian per- 
sonality meeting with a terrorist 
leader for coordination and cooperat- 
ion." 


Eban also said that for the three 


months the assembly meets each year 
its rhetoric "either paralyzes con- 
ciliation or delays its commencement, 
or places documentary obstacles in its 
path." 


Eban said Palestinianian guerrilla 


leader Yasir Arafat wears an Egyptian 
army decoration for valor and that 
Cairo permits Palestinians to train in 
the Egyptian army. 


He called the Lebanese capital of 


Beirut "the seat and center of terrorist 
planning and propaganda." adding, "It 
is from Beirut that groups set out 
with detailed plans to commit 
murders and set off explosions in 
Europe and elsewhere. 


"These organizations could not 


exist, still less function, without the 
shelter, support, endorsement, finan- 
cial aid, arms, trading facilities and 
territorial bases supplied by sovereign 
Arab states."

Rooting for Bobby Fischer was 
just the 'American' thing to do 


BY LOUIS HARRIS 


Although 56 per cent of the American 


public thought "Bobby Fischer acted so 
selfish and greedy it was hard to be for 
him." nonetheless six out of 10 who 
followed the recent World Chess 
Championship matches reported they 
were rooting for the American to win. 
The mam reason: "Fischer is an 
American and it was time for the chess 
championship to come to this country." 


A significantly high 64 per cent of the 


public 18 years of age and over followed 
the matches, although only a fraction 
of that number, 18 per cent, said they 
actually play chess. Interest in the 
matches ran highest among suburban 
residents (71 per cent), young people 
under 30 (72 per cent), thr college 
educated (83 per cent), and those with 
incomes of SI5.000 and over (82 per 
cent) 


Except for what were viewed as his 


inordinate money demands, most who 
followed the chess matches expressed 
substantial respect for Fischer and the 
way he played the match: 


— By 70-21 per cent, a big majority 


agreed with the statement that "what 
happens on the chess board is what 
counts rather than the antics of the 
players." 


— By 62-21 per cent, people ack- 


nowledge that "Fisher is an exciting 
personality and a genius who made 
people interested in chess." Fischer has 
stated that one of his chief aims was to 
establish chess as a mass sport, which 
in turn would allow chessmasters to 
earn as much money as top profes- 
sionals in other sports. 


- By 60-22 per cent, Americans 


believe that "Fischer was trying to 


psych out Spassky and it worked." By 
66-18 per cent, they rejected the 
allegation that "it was not a fair match, 
since Spassky was clearly upset." Sig- 
nificantly, chess players themselves 
condoned the Fischer tactics by an 
even larger 72-15 per cent margin, in- 
dicating that psychological warfare is 
both fair game in chess and not an 
uncommon practice. 


There is some public uneasiness, 


however, over the over-all behavior of 
Fischer dunng the matches: 


— By a narrow 43-40 per cent, the 


public who followed the play in Iceland 
felt "it wasn't to this country's benefit 
to have a player like Fischer use dirty 
tactics." However, chess players came 
down on the other side of the same 
question by a margin of 45-38 per cent, 
again indicating that chess may be a 
rougher game than many non-players 
had previously imagined. 


—By a clear 56-32 per cent, those who 


followed the matches agreed with the 
statement that "Fischer acted so selfish 
and greedy it was hard to be for him." 
Typical of those who felt that way was 
a 29-year-old engineer in Los Altos, 
California, who said, "He was so 
money-grubbing that he made you hate 
him, even though you wanted to see the 
chess championship back in the U.S." A 
19-year-old student at Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, added, "I can understand his 
wanting to earn seme bread from the 
deal, but Bobby just overdid it." 


One of the powerful elements going 


for Fischer was the simple fact that he 
was an American. Underlying this na- 
tionalism was a sense that any time an 
American can beat a Russian in any 
contest or competition, it is a welcome 


development. 


A 56-year-old accountant in New 


York City, an inveterate chess player 
himself, put it this way: "For too many 
years, we suffered here in this country 
under the whip of Russian dominance. 
It was a singular pleasure to see one of 
our own boys take the Russians but 
good." A 37-year-old housewife in 
Shaker Heights, Ohio, said, "The Rus- 
sians brag so much about their vic- 
tories, it's good for a change to see 
them get theirs."

Tons of soil are slipping from Ou- 


tagamie County farms each year to 
wash into rivers where sediment settles 
to clog channels. 


The problem is erosion, and it isn't 


confined merely to farm fields. Often 
washing of unprotected lands, left 
sodless after building projects are 
completed, causes serious erosion. 


If land weren't treated the erosion 


could cause major losses, according to 
Vernon Geiger, Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice conservationist in the county. 


There is an estimated 81,000 acres of 


class three and class four soil in the 
county which can be fanned although 
of lower quality than rich, level class 
one and good class two lands An es- 
timated 41,000 acres now are under 
tillage, and these fields have a slope of 5 
to 8 per cent, said Geiger. As much as 
six tons of soil could wash yearly from 
each acre if no protective measures 
were taken. "If that were open... you'd

Outagamie County farmers with 


heavy clay soils may be able to team up 
with Kimberly-Clark Corp. to get better 
soils in the future by plowing under 
paper mill wastes. 


For two years researchers have been 


testing plots on the farm of John Ver 
Voort, route 1, Kaukauna, where 
dewatered sludge was deposited. 


The research teams of Kimberly 


Clark and the University of Wisconsin 
admit much study must yet be done but 
say there's a good chance the sludge 
can improve Ver Voort's soils. 


Actually the sludge is composed of 


fine wood fiber particles which have 
been processed in the Lakeview Mill 
and pressed to remove 25 per cent of the 
water. 


Sofl conditioner 


When the sludge is deposited in clay 


soils it may act to loosen the soil and 
help the land absorb water, according 
to Art Peterson of the University of 
Wisconsin soil science department. 


"On this red clay this should help to 


let the water infiltrate more." 


Peterson said the sludge could be 


valuable as a tool to treat soil which 
tends to erode because water cannot 
penetrate. A team has been investigat- 
ing the amount of water soils treated at 
the Ver Voort farm can absorb by 
creating artificial rainfall to saturate 
the lands. 


A tent-like structure houses carefully 


calibrated nozzles which spray water 
into a shielded form so researchers can 


tell closely what would happen to the 
land when a 2.5 inch rainfall occurs 


That is the level of a storm which

have a quarter of a million tons of soil 
that's washing off." 


CoMervaoon work 


It's Geiger's job to see that the land is 


protected. 


The Soil Conservation Service tools 


for the job involve teaching fanners to 
use terraces to slow run-off, use of strip 
cropping to hold water and minimum 
tillage practices. 


Sod waterways provide save escape 


routes for water and diversions can act 
"like the eaves trough on a roof," said 
Geiger. 


Together with modern methods of 


crop rotation, tiling to reduce' excess 
water in soils, and rip-rapping on river 
banks the conservation methods have 
drastically reduced erosion in the 
county. 


It was different when Geiger started 


his work in the area slightly less than 25 
years ago. 


Sofl slippage 


"We had some areas where they had 


three and four foot stone fences that 
were completely covered up," he said. 
Erosion prevention techniques were 
not commonly practiced then and 
farms in the county lost from 10 to 20 
tons per acre of topsoil. Automobiles 
could be comletely hidden in some 
gullies. 


Much of the land had been cash 


cropped and the crops provided little 
protection for the soils. So gradually 
farmers started to strip-crop their lands 
and to alternate plantings in an attempt 
to rebuild the soils. 


The traces of early erosion still are 


visible in the county. "We've got a lot of 
soifwhere we should have 10 inches of 
topsoil and it's almost gone." 


That means dollars of lost profits for 


fanners. The organic matter lost into 
streams is the rich, fertile, layer of land 
that makes farming profitable. "When 
you've lost the organic matter you've 
lost your fertility." 


So conservation efforts have a big 


dollar impact for many farmers. Where 
lands have degenerated far practices, 
must be used to improve lands. Such 


efforts often are costly. Where the 
topsoil is nearly gone some fanners in 
the county actually are growing crops 
on what once was subsoil. 


The result of conservation work is 


visible, said Geiger. Corn yields have 
mushroomed from a 50-busheI per acre 
yield to more than 100 bushels per acre 
in some cases. Much of that is because 
fanners use more fertilizers and better 
com hybrids improve yields. But at 
least part of the reason, said Geiger. is 
because farmers how know how to 
make better use of the land. 


The problem is far from solved, 


however, he said. Sheet erosion still 
occurs on some slopes of class one and 
two lands, the best quality soils in the 
county. Urban sprawl from the Fox 
Cities presents a perpetual problem of 
treating scarred lands. 


Urbanites looking for pastoral 


residences in the country often add to 
problems by building on areas which 
are prone to erosion. "They're looking 
for slopes for aesthetic values and the 
greater your slope the more erosion 
you get," said Geiger. 


At the present time there remains "a 


lot" of sheet erosion even on the prime 
class one and class two farmland in the 
county, he said. Construction of new 
roads adds to the problem as grassed 
lands are turned over. 


So Geiger's job continues. Soon he'll 


work with a cash-crop farmer north of 
Appleton to tile wet lands and drain 
excess water from fields reducing the 
risk of erosion.

Red China 
buys wheat 


WASHINGTON - An estimated 15 


million bushels of American wheat are 
being sold to Red China, according to 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


Confirmation of the sale was made 


by the Export Marketing Service of the 
department. It said, in a statement 
dated Sept. 14, that "documentation 
received on export payment registra- 
tions under the special wheat export 
payment program in effect during the 
period August 25-Sept. 1 indicateds 
that approximately 15 million bushels 
of wheat are designated for delivery to 
the People's Republic of China." 


The booking was 400,000 long tons. 


An estimated 300.000 long tons which 
equals 11.2 million bushels was white 
wheat and 100.000 long tons equaling 
3.8 million bushels was soft red winter 
wheat. 


Wheat sale 


Sales may not have been made 


directly to China, said the statement. 
"Sales made through third parties for 
re-export to China would also qualify 
for the United States export payment." 


An analysis of China-United States 


trade published during July in a 
publication of the Foreign Agriculture 
Service speculated that the best chance 
to start trade with China may be 
through wheat sales. 


"The US. commodity which provides 


the best opportunity for sales to China 
is wheat" Generally, said the report, 
China bases levels of imports of wheat 
on its success in exportiag rice. In the 
early 1960's the need for wheat was 
great and the country imported the 
grain from Australia, Canada. France, 
Argentina. West Germany the Soviet 
Union and Mexico. 


The forecast was optimistic for sales 


to China at a future date. "A wide range , 
of U.S. wheats should appeal to China. 
U.S. prices and available credit terms 
should be competitive and west coast 
facilities could handle any trade which 
develops. Logistically, at least, the 
United States is in a good position to 
sell wheat to China."

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Wheat sales probes multiply

WASHINGTON (AP) - The sale of 


400 million bushels of U.S. wheat to 
the Soviet Union, surrounded and 
permeated by complex financial detail, 
is emerging as the most-investigated 
farm issue yet during the Nixon 
administration. 


Inquiries into maneuvering by the 


Agriculture Department and the 
private grain trade are completed, 
under way or planned by perhaps half 
a score of governmental bodies, in- 
dividual members of Congress and 
subcommittees, consumer groups and 
the White House itself. 


Adding to the heat is the usual 


passion of election-year politics, 


whkh already has seen Democratic 
presidential candidate George 
McGovern help encourage investigat- 
ions into what he calls cozine&s and 
a "conspiracy of silence" between 
administration farm officials and 
private grain traders. 


Grain deal 


The basic picture, following hear- 


ings called by Rep. Graham Purcell, 
D-Tex, last week is this: 


The Soviet Union, initially 


prompted by consumer demand for 
more meat, poultry and dairy 
products, indicated early this year it 
would be interested in buying more 
U.S. corn and other feed grain, plus 
some wheat, if suitable credit terms 
would be worked out.

In April. Agriculture Secretary Earl 


L. Butz opened trade talks with the 
Russians in Moscow. Those talks were 
actually led in a technical capacity by 
then Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Clarence D. Palmby. 


Nothing was settled at that time. 


Palmby told the Purcell hearing. 
Further, he said, it did not seem likely

Soviet pmUems

were severely hit by bad weather and 
their crop was drastically reduced.

Quiet sale 


No one knew publicly then that 


Continental already had clinched the 
massive cash deal for wheat. 


But as it became apparent in July 


and August that the Russians indeed 
were buying wheat, the farm price for 


the grain rose sharply, along with 
federal export subsidies paid to 
shippers for making up the difference 
between the fmrm price of wheat and 
a fixed export target price. 
. As it turned out. the Russians 
bought about 400 million bushels of 
wheat, nearly half of it committed by 
Continental weeks before the 
pubtic-ond apparently the Agriculture 
Department-was aware of the sale. 


Woven into the controversy were 


telephone calls made by Charles W. 
Pence, head of the grain division in 
the Export Marketing Service of 
USDA. to exporters on Aug. 24 in- 
forming them of a change in the 
export subsidy program. 


Pence and other department of- 


ficials denied the calls could have 
tipped off exporters in time to make 
windfall profits from the subsidy 
changes. When the calls were made, 
testimony showed, Pence said the 
changes already had been put into 
effect as of the day before. 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 


entered the confused scene in Min- 
neapolis, Minn., saying the FBI had 
been asked to probe grain deal 
allegations. The White House later 
saieTthe investigation was requested 
by Agriculture Secretary Butz. 


Other .wheat probes include one by 


the Government Accounting Office, 
an investigative unit responsible to 
Congress. 


Still another investigation is being 


conducted by the Commodity 
Exchange Authority of USDA.

normally occurs once every 50 years in 
a region, said Peterson. 


Test area 


The test area includes sample plots 


where sludge was applied at rates of 75 
tons per acre, 30 tons per acre, 10 tons 
per acre and a check area which was 
untreated. Urea was added to the 
sludge to replace nitrogen which the 
high-carbon material removes quickly 
from the soil during first year of 
deposit. One-third of the material was 
plowed into the ground, one-third 
chisel-plowed under and one-third 
simply deposited atop the soils. 


If tests prove the sludge can benefit 


land it will be because the material 
resists breakdown and in doing so 
loosens the soil, said Peterson. 


And if the system works it could be a 


boon to the paper industry which is 
conducting research to find how to rid 
itself of the sludge wastes which daily 
are produced. 


Jack Jayne, leader of the Kimberly 


Clark environmental research team, 
emphasized that sluge from 
the 


Lakeview Mill is not the same as that 
from other paper mills but said research 


conducted on the farm might indirectly 
aid other mills to solve solid waste 
disposal problems- 


Serious problem 


"I think we know more about solving 


the air and water waste problems than 
we do about the solid waste problem," 
he said. 


The Lakeview Mill produces six tons 


of sludge waste daily. That much would 
not require great farm acreage for 
deposit if the project is deemed feasible, 
said Jayne. 


Biodegradability studies are being 


conducted to determine how fast the 
sludge breaks down and eventually 
studies may be conducted to show how 
the material can be mixed with animal 
wastes and spread on the land. Now, 
however, tests are in the "fundamen- 
tal" stage. Another year will be 
required to complete the first series of 
tests on the Ver Voort farm, said Jayne. 


Ver Voort notes that last year, before 


nitrogen was added to the soil, the 
material cut corn yields. This year, 
however, yeilds are uniform. 


He is cautious about endorsing the 


program at this stage. "I'm going to 
wait until they get all the answers in."

Crime increase is small 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 


administration says serious crime 
during the first half of the year 
increased 1 per cent over the same 
period in 1971. The increase was the 
smallest since the FBI began issuing 
quarterly reports 12 years ago. 


By comparison, said Atty. Gen. 


Richard G. Kleindienst, serious crime 
increased 7 per cent during the first 
180 days of 1971; violent crime was 
up 11 per cent and property crime up 
6 per cent. 


He said the increase in both violent 


and property crimes during the first 
six months of 1972 was 1 per cent. 


But Sen. George McGovern, the 


Democratic candidate for president, 
said the figures do not present a true 
picture of crime in America. 


McGovern issued a statement in 


which he said a commission created 
when Lyndon B. Johnson was 
president found that only one of every 
three crimes committed is reported. 


"There is so much crime in our 


country that the police can only deal 
with the most serious cases," said 
McGovern. "If your car is broken into 
by a heroin addict, there is no hope 
of getting your possessions back and 
there is no sense reporting the crime 
to the police. You simply have to 
accept being a victim of crime." 


He said: "The American people do 


not want to hear that the problem has 
almost stopped getting worse. They 


want to see some progress. They want 
to hear what President Nixon is doing 
to make things get better. And the 
fact is that he is doing almost 
nothing." 


The crime statistics released by the 


Justice Department were compiled by 
the FBI in its Uniform Crime Report 
through information received volun- 
tarily from 5,606 local, county and 
state law-enforcement agencies. 


In the report, murder, forcible rape, 


robbery and aggravated assault make 
up the violent-crime category and 
burglary, larceny over $50 and auto 


theft comprise the property category. 


Forcible rape during the six-month 


period showed a 14-per cent increase, 
by far the largest rise'in any of the 
seven crimes on which the statistics 
are gathered. Aggravated assault, 
showing the second highest increase, 
was up 6 per cent over the same 
period last year. 


The other crimes: property crimes, 


up 1 per cent; murder, up 1 per cent; 
burglary, up 4 per cent; larceny $50 
and over, up 1 per cent; robbery, 
down 4 per cent, and auto theft, down 
4 per cent. 


State crime fluctuates 


MILWAUKEE (AP)-While the crime 


rate in Madison increased by almost 16 
per cent during the first half of 1972, 
compared with the same period a year 
ago, Milwaukee's rate decreased, the U. 
S. Justice Department said Thursday. 


Nationally, serious crime was up by 


1 per cent 


Milwaukee was one of 72 cities of 


more than 100,000 population that 
showed crime decreases during the 
first six months of the year. 


Milwaukee had an increase for two 


of the four categories of violent crime, 
with robberies up from 285 to 367 and 
aggravated assaults up from 307 to 
337. Murders were down from 27 to 


22 and rapes down from 47 to 35. 


Madison had two murders in the 


period in 1971 but none in 1972. 
However, this year it had 24 forcible 
rapes compared with 13 a year ago. 41 
robberies compared with 32 a year 
ago,!,334 burglaries in contrast to 1,020 
a year ago and 352 auto thefts com- 
pared with 239 in the same period in 
1972. 
However, the larceny rate in 


Madison was down, with 1,181 
reported in the first six months of 
1972 compared with 1,225 a year ago. 
Aggravated assaults in 1972 were 15 
compared with 16 last year in the 
same period.

LOS ANGELES (AP)-The three 


prisoners of war just released by 
North Vietnam were kept in special 
camps, given better than normal care 
and then released for propaganda 
purposes, the leader of a POW 
families group says. 


Mrs. Stephen Hanson, chairman of 


the board of the National League of 
Families of American Prisoners and 
Missing in Southeast Asia, told a news 
conference Thursday that North 
Vietnam was "using our loved ones 
as propaganda." 


Mrs. Hanson did not elaborate on 


her charge of special treatment for the 
three POWs who were released and 
who returned to the United States 
Thursday night. 


She said members of her group had 


remained silent to prevent jeopar- 
dizing the release of the three, but she 
said members felt the release was only 
"a token.. .for Hanoi's benefit." 


She said, "We object to David 


Dellinger and Cora Weiss, two no- 
torious antiwar activists, using our 
loved ones as propaganda. David 
Dellinger's actions in the past in civil 
disruption is for one thing contrary 
to everything my husband stood for." 


SAIGON (AP)-President Nixon is 
sending one of his special envoys to 
Saigon to give President Nguyen Van 
Thieu a full report on the secret peace 
negotiations in Paris. 


It was learned that Maj. Gen. 


Alexander M Haig, the No. 2 man on 
the National Security Council and 
deputy to presidential adviser Henry 
A. Kissinger, is due in Saigon on 
Sunday. 


The development came as Thieu 


told newsmen he has not seen any 
change in the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong public position for a 
negotiated settlement 
of the In- 


dochina war. 


Thieu was asked if he had seen any 


shift in the North Vietnamese position 
at the weekly public sessions of the 
peace talks and he replied: 


"I have not seen any change from 


the position of the Communists. On 
the contrary, their newest position is 
more vicious, more stubborn than 
ever." He referred to declarations 
issued by the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong on Sept. 11 and 15. 


Thieu said, however, that he had 


not received any communication from 
Kissinger about the content and 
results of his two days of secret 
meetings Tuesday and Wednesday 
with North Vietnamese representat- 
ives in Paris. 


It was understood, however, from 


other sources that the U.S. ambas- 
sador to Saigon, Ellsworth Bunker, 
had given Thieu a brief report on the 
secret negotiations and also advised 
him that Haig was being sent here to 
give him a full and detailed account. 


Thieu also is reportedly bound by 


a general agreement on all sides not 
to make any comments on the secret 
negotiations. 


The feeling in Saigon is that there 


has been some kind of a development 
in the secret negotiations but there 
is no indication whether it is a move 
forward, whether new proposals have 
been made, or whether one side or 
another has hardened or in some way 
shifted its stand. 


It is believed that only a handful 


of U.S. and South Vietnamese of- 


ficials, including Thieu and Bunker, 
have any indication and they are not 
talking. 
in response to a question whether 


he saw any reason for hope for peace 
soon, Thieu replied: "I began to lose 
any hope because since four years I 
have hoped every day, but four years 
has gone and my hope is gone. Now 
I continue to have new hope. But I 
don't know when that hope will 
come." 


He referred to the four years of the 


Paris peace talks which have been 
deadlocked. 
Thieu. speaking to newsmen after 


an address to a gathering of doctors 
at the Saigon Medical Center, was 
asked several questions about the U.S. 
presidential election. 
"I think the standard view of 


President Nixon on the Indochina war 
is very clear and we also have a very 
clear position on how to conclude the 
war in Indochina and in Vietnam," 
Thieu said. "How the election in the 
United States affects that position, I 
don't know because it is internal 
affairs and it has a direct influence 
on President Nixon. But we still 
maintain our position."

Mitchell cited for politics in office 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While 


serving as attorney general. John N. 
Mitchell personally controlled a

The Washington 
Post reported today. 


The newspaper quoted "several 


reliable sources" as saying that 
Mitchell personally approved 
withdrawals from the fund as early 
as the spring of 1971, almost a year 
before 
he resigned 
as attorney 


general to become President Nixon's 
redectxm campaign manager. 


Mitchell quit the campaign job in 


mid-summer and fcince has served the 
Nixon campaign only in a behind- 
the-scenes capacity. 


The Committee for the Reelection 


of the President promptly issued a 


statement denying the Post account 


"There is absolutely no truth to the 


charges in the Post story," said Powell 
Moore, the committee's information 
director. 


Although Mitchell was the first 


controller of the secret fund, four 
other Nixon associates later were 
authorized to approve payments from 
it, the Post said. 


The sources identified the four as 


former Commerce Secretary Maurice 
H. Starts, now finance director for the 
Nixon campaign; Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, a former White House aide 
and now deputy director of the 
campaign organization; a third person 
identified only as "a high White 
House official now involved in the 
campaign," and a fourth described 
only as "a campaign aide outside of 


Washington." 


"Neither Mr. Mitchell nor Mr. Stans 


have any knowledge of an disburse- 
ment from 
an alleged fund 
as 


described by the Post," Moore said. 
And neither of them controlled any 
committee expenditures while serving 
as government officials." 
Examining the legality of a 


government official controlling polit- 
ical funds, the Post quoted a Justice 
Department official as saying no law 
prohibits a Cabinet member from 
engaging in political activity. 


But the newspaper quoted a lawyer 


involved in the case as saying, "I 
don't know. There's a question." 


It was uncovered first when the 


General Accounting Office audited 
Republican campaign records and 


reported a fund of $350,000 kept in 
Stans' office safe, the newspaper said. 


It reported the GAO said the ab- 


sence of public reports on the sources 
and distribution of the cash was in 
apparent violation of a new law 
requiring public reports of campaign 
contributions and expenditures.

Traditionally, secretaries of Defense 


have remained aloof from partisan 
politicking during presidential cam- 
paigns but Laird, on every one of 
these trips, has criticized the 
Democratic nominee. 


This week, his plane put down at 


Wichita Falls, Tex., home of Sheppard 
Air Force Base; and Fort Worth, Tex., 
Oklahoma City, and Wichita, Kan., all 
sites of big defense plants employing 
thousands. 


'Today we are second to none and 


we know the American people will 
reject the counsel of indecisive people 
who would settle for second-best," he 
declared Thursday in Wichita. 


To his Fort Worth audience, Laird 


spoke of concern over "calls for 
defense-budget cuts that would 
magnify our country's risks and lessen 
our prospects for lasting peace." 


"Those who want to cut defense 


spending . . . are not really interested 
in relieving the taxpayer of any part 
of his burden," he told civic clubs in 
Oklahoma City. 


"On the contrary, they want to 


dangerously slash defense spending so 
they can spend more tax dollars for 
other things such as a $1,000 
giveaway for every man, woman, and 
child in this country."

earlier this week if he was playing a 


political role in the Nixon campaign. 
Laird replied: "No I'm not •

Enrollment drop forces 
increase in school tax 


WITTENBERG - The board of 


education has voted to raise the tax 
levy rate for the district by 70 cents per 
$1,000 of equalized valuation above the 
rate set at the annual district meeting. 


Acting under statutory authority 


(Wisconsin Statutes 120.12(3). the 
board increased the rate to 23.15 mills 
to replace a loss of state funds. 


It has been determined that the dis- 


trict will receive about $19,248 less in 
state aids than had been anticipated at 
the time the budget was prepared, 
because enrollment this year is 63 
. pupils less than had been expected. 


The amount had originally been es- 


timated at $1,034,333. Revised compu- 
tations last week give a figure of 
$1,015.085. 


The higher mill rate raises the total 


taxes for local schools from $75,858 to 
$98,051. By comparison, this action 
increases the local levy from $635,928 in 
1971 to $733,979 in 1972. 


In addition to the levy increase, there 


will be a reduction in actual cash 
balance on hand as was determined at 


the time a "no mill rate increase" was 
adopted. 


Municipal clerks will receive a 


revised copy of the tax notice within 
the next week along with a detailed 
explanation of the changes. 


Considerable discussion at the 


board's meeting Monday centered on 
the fact that school enrollments had 
decreased after July 1.1972. However, a 
careful study of 1972 school census 
figures had given no such indication. 
The decrease of 20 high school and 43 
elementary students constituted a sub- 
stantial loss to the district, leaving only 
eight pupils more than in the 1970-71 
school year, according to Erwin Wick- 
strom, District Superintendent.

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The nuclear agreement 


The House of Representatives approval of the offensive 


nuclear weapons agreement signed by President Nixon at 
Moscow last May was sort of a shotgun affair. 


The Senate version, approved earlier this month, included a 


controversial amendment sponsored by Senator Henry Jackson 
which requires negotiations about future limitations within five 
years. The amendment was tacked on because of the difference 
in exact numbers of nuclear offensive weapons approved for 
both countries. There were fears that this gave the Russians an 
advantage although the balancing possibilities of technical 
superiority, know-how and creativity were not measured. 


Since there was, as usual, a difference of opinion by House 


members with the exact language of the Senate version, it was 
proposed that the House and Senate versions be handed to a 
joint committee for further study. But Senator J.W. Fulbright, a 
vehement opponent of Senator Jackson's amendment, ob- 
viously intended to re-open the whole matter of including any 
such amendment at all. The outshot was full approval in the 
House of an agreement identical to the Senate one by the 
overwhelming vote of 306-4. The more conservative House 
generally did not want to risk the possibility of doing away with 
the Jackson amendment. 


As we said at the time of the Senate vote, it's pretty hard to 


determine the dangers and safeties in such agreements. Whether 
or not the United States or the Soviet Union has nuclear 
supremacy in exact firepower seems irrelevant when both 
could destroy the other in case of a nuclear conflict What is 
important is that such a conflict be deterred. 


But here, too. the ways of doing it are difficult to ascertain 


even by those in agreement as to purpose —and there may be a 
lot of Americans still trying to figure out how to smash Moscow 
to rubble without any risk. 


Sometimes it has appeared that a relatively hard line such as 


the Congressional decision to deploy the intercontinental 
ballistic missile or develop the multiple warhead or build an 
extensive ABS have prompted the Russians to seek limiting 
agreements. 


But the matter of trust must not be discounted anymore. The 


Russians are not fools, however misled and exploitative their 
government may seem to be. If they are as suspicious of our 
motives as Senator Jackson is of theirs, carrying out the terms of 
the agreement or finding a way around it no longer will seem so 
important. We have only to notice the case of the U. S. Air 
Force's alleged unauthorized bombing of North Vietnamese 
targets to recognize how simple it can be for regulations to be 
breached. 


Reviewing the terms of the agreement in future years most 


definitely is wise. But requiring it with a hard line amendment 
may turn out to mean that the agreement and President Nixon's 
trip to Moscow are just window dressing. 


The monetary talks 


President Nixon has set the world's financial experts to 


thinking and discussing. At the annual meeting of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund in Washington this week, with represen- 
tatives of 124 member nations present, the President and 
Treasury Secretary George Schultz outlined a series of specific 
proposals which would constitute a sweeping revision of the 
rules of international financial and monetary dealings. 


To the average American, the proposals will sound like an 


inscrutable mumbo-jumbo of high finance, and yet the decisions 
which are ultimately made will affect everybody's pay check, 
cost of living and investments. 


There are two basic purposes behind the Schultz proposals. 
The first is to relieve the United States from being unable to 


control its own destiny in international finance. Because the U.S. 
dollar has been the basis upon which foreign currencies were 
valued, its own value was frozen, so to speak, and the United 
States government played only a passive role in setting that 
value. The value was set rather by foreign governments. 


President Nixon took the first step in tearing the dollar loose 


from its peg on Aug. 15,1971, when he allowed the dollar to float 
and find its own level in international tradings. That act brought 
the issue of international monetary reform to a head. And Mr. 
Schultz' proposals now are designed to propel the discussion 
toward decisions. 


The second basic goal in the proposals is to institute some 


system of international control when individual nations refuse 
to take steps themselves to correct serious imbalances in trade 
relationships. The United States has experienced the serious 
effects of the lack of such controls in recent years when our 
deficit in the balance of payments, particularly in relation to 
nations like Japan and West Germany, drastically drained this 
country's monetary reserves. Mr. Schultz proposes that when 
there are major changes in a nation's reserves, either up or 
down, and the nation takes no steps on its own to correct the 
imbalance, certain international controls would be enforced. His 
proposals are aimed most directly at creditor nations like Japan 
and Germany, and this may be the most difficult of his proposals 
to negotiate. 


But the proposals cannot be ignored because the international 


monetary problem is critical, for all nations and not only for the 
United States. The United States now has declared that solu- 
tions must be forthcoming shortly, and it has seized a. strong 
bargaining position by making the first comprehensive set of 
proposals. 


How o flea jumps so high 


Individual man is plagued by and sometimes exhilerated by 


individual problems -the television set that snows, why a teen 
age son grows a beard, getting acorn squash rather than pig 
weed to flourish in the garden, how to encourage downtown 
shopping and get the groceries home for supper, defusing that 
dangerous halfback, putting the paper out on time - but there 
are some nagging questions that are almost universal. 


One of them has been —why does a flea jump so high? 
Maybe the question isn't uppermost in most people's minds 


but it probably is there nevertheless, presenting one of those 
unfathomable problems irritating or fascinating in the 
background somewhere. And to scientists the flea jumping 
syndrome took on serious proportions. 


An international team of biologists have figured it out and 


report their findings in the British journal Nature. The Oriental 
rat flea which spreads typhus and bubonic plaque is the subject 
of a high speed film which explains its acrobatics and the 
spread of the diseases it harbors. 


When a flea jumps he has an acceleration of 140 times the 


force of gravity or 14 times the amount which causes a human 
being to black out. The impetus is enough to have an equivalent 
jump for man of 275 feet straight up or 450 feet from the place of 
his hop. The flea has a third pair of legs with resilin in the arch 
above. Compressed by muscles, the resilin is released by the 
simultaneous relaxation of the muscles which uncocks the 
crouching flea. Resilin is also present in winged insects and 
explains their rapid wing beats. 


Once again it turns out that it isn't just brute strength that 


gives a creature its excessive mobility. As man relies on the 
machinery his brain has enabled him to build, the flea banks on 
an elastic protein. Lots more of us can sleep well with the flea 
jumping mystery solved -until we begin figuring just how high 
it enables a hungry flea to hurdle.

Exploiting POW's 


Killing for state 
should be crime 


What if, in the past, the human race 


had conditioned its children against 
killing as rigorously as it conditioned 
them against sex? Until this modern 
age, the sex inhibition was fairly suc- 
cessful in keeping youngsters out of 
trouble, whatever other damage it 
happened to do. 


A social prohibition against killing 


would not do any other damage, and 
might have inhibited people from 
slaughtering one another through the 
generations. "Aggressiveness," 
of 


course, will never be bred out of 
humans, but aggressiveness can stop 
quite short of killing. 


The main reason this has not been 


done —even though homicidal violence 
can be shown to be a far greater threat 
to our species than sexual permis- 
siveness — is that the state has always 
needed its warriors. If men will not kill, 
but will instead peacefully try to adjust 
their differences by reason or by other 
contests of skill and strength, then the 
leaders have lost their prime power 
over the masses. 


The commandment "Thou shall not 


kill" has been interpreted in all Western 
countries to tailor Christianity to na- 
tional goals, rather than to fit the 
country to the religious model. Private 
citizens are not allowed to kill for 
private reasons; but as public soldiers, 
they are encouraged to kill for "civic" 
reasons that are often just as evil. 


It is extraordinary that copulation, 


which is a life-giving and joyous ac- 


tivity, has been so hedged with restric- 
tions, inhibitions and taboos; while 
killing, which goes against all divine, 
human and reational principles, has 
always been rewarded with honors, 
rank, medals and supreme power by the 
state. 


The strength of "incest taboos" over 


the centuries, for instance, indicates 
how strongly the past can imprint 
repressions upon the young, if it 
sincerely believes them and carries 
them out effectively. A similar "killing 
taboo" against members of our own 
species could be equally exercised, 
were it not that the ruling caste of 
every social order is unwilling to do this 
for fear of losing its ultimate authority 
of force. 


The state -kills "enemies"; it kills 


"traitors"; it kills "revolutionaries"; it 
kills "criminals"; it even kills mere 
"undesirables." And it is rarely the 
populace itself that decides who such 
enemies and traitors and revolu- 
tionaries and criminals and undesira- 
bles are; it is its leaders, who wish to 
preserve themselves in power by all 
means. 


If we were really serious about it, our 


children could be so conditioned from 
birth that taking another person's life 
would be an unimaginable horror that 
only the most demented or perverted 
could commit. Instead, we breed a race 
of moral idiots who think it is glorious 
to do for the state what it is forbidden 
to do singly.

Joseph Kraft 
Italian vote no 
longer Democratic 


NEWARK, N J. - One of the main 


reasons President Nixon is running so 
well in his old Waterloo, the Northeast, 
is the Italian vote. It represents a major 
bloc here in New Jersey, and in Penn- 
sylvania, New York and New England 
as well. 


In 1960 and 1964. an estimated two- 


thirds of the Italian vote went 
Democratic. In 1968, something like 20 
per cent went for George Wallace. But 
this year, for reasons especially evident 
here in Newark where there is a black 
majority, the Italian connection is with 
President Nixon. 


Consider the case of Steve Adubato, 


Democratic leader of the North Ward, 
or Italian section, of Newark. Mr. 
Adubato is usually compared with 
another figure from the North Ward - 
Anthony Imperiale, the state legislator 
who supported George Wallace and set 
up local vigilante committees. In con- 
trast, Mr. Adubato has stayed in the 
Democratic party and worked with 
foundations to improve 
housing 


and education in the North Ward. 


Law, order really matters 


But this year Mr. Adubato is finding 


it increasingly hard to be the good guy. 
"In this community," he said the other 
day, "the minority is us. Law and order 
is something that really matters. 


"I don't mean racism. I mean being 


able to send the kids into a Boy Scout 
troop that can go around the city 
without a fight. I mean being able to go 
shopping in downtown Newark. 


"George McGovern talks about 


blacks all the time. He talks about 
Chicanos all the time. He talks about 
poor whites. But I still haven't heard 
McGovern use the world Italian." 


Ace Alagno, publisher of the Italian 


Tribune News, a weekly community 
paper, is even more outspoken. "I don't 
see how an Italian can vote for 
McGovern," he said the other day. 
"He's an insult to us. He's got a party, 
and we're not invited. What do you 
want us to do?" 
Italian GOP leaders 


A glance at past copies of the Tribune 


News shows exactly what Mr. Alagno is 
doing. The issue published just after the 
Republican convention carried pictures 
of about two dozen local Republican 
candidates, most of them Italian, 
alongside pictures of President and 
Mrs. Nixon, Vice President Agnew, 
Frank Sinatra and Presidential adviser 
Henry Kissinger. The issue published 
after the Democratic convention was 
bereft of political pictures but included 
an editorial deploring the failure of the 
party to nominate a local Congress- 
man, Peter Rodino, as Vice President. 


Salvatore Bontempo, the Democratic 


chairman in New Jersey, takes a 
relaxed view of all this. He calls Messrs. 
Adubato and Alagno "idealists." He 
himself is supporting the McGovern 
ticket and predicts it will cany the 
state. 


But there is reason to be skeptical 


about Mr. Bontempo's claims. For one 
thing, Mr. Rodino, the leading Italian 
politico here, was not on hand when 
Sen. McGovern toured North Jersey 
last week. 


Looking to state election 


For another, though Mr. Bontempo 


himself does not either acknowledge or 
deny the theory, it is widely believed 
that he is looking beyond this year to 
the gubernatorial election next year. 
The theory is that he is backing the 
national ticket now to get the support 
of the McGovernite reformers for an 
Italian candidate for governor in 1973. 


Whether this not exactly subtle tac- 


tic will bring the Italians back to the 
Democratic fold is a big question. The 
basic fact is that ethnic pride has been 
rubbed up among all groups by the 
revolt of the blacks. Mr. Bontempo 
himself says: "I'm as proud as any 
Italian of my heritage. Whtn someone 
begins talking about the Mafia, I make 
him prove that he's a better American 
than I am." 


What this suggests to me is a ram- 


pant ethnic narcissism that raises 
problems which go beyond 
the 


Democratic party and the election this 
year. Italians and Slavs and Greeks and 
Poles and Jews want something neither, 
party is in good position to afford. They! 
seek something it is very hard for 
American democracy to produce. They 
want respect.

DELAVAN, Wis.(AP) - Wisconsin's 
new consumer protection act benefits 
both the borrower and lender and 
penalizes only the "fast-buck artists," 
Gov. Patrick J. Lucey said Thursday. 


• Lucey called the act the "most 
comprehensive and responsible con- 
sumer protection law ever passed by 
a state legislature. 


In a speech prepared for a meeting 


of the Installment Bankers Associat- 
ion, the Democratic governor praised 
the group for its efforts in promoting 
the legislation. 


Although the law was enacted last 


March, Lucey- said there remains 
"much public misinformation" 
regarding a rate increase on consumer 
loans from the present 12 per cent to 
IS per cent. 


The hike, to take effect next year, 


will apply only on loans of $500 or 
less. Rates on loans of more than $500 
will remain at 12 per cent. 


Lucey said the step was taken "in 


order to bring Wisconsin rates closer 
to those of neighboring states." 


"There are still 27 states with higher 


interest rates than Wisconsin, and 
only four with lower rates," the 
governor said. "Illinois, for example, 
permits a rate of 21.6 per cent"

new act include a "cooling off period 
for consumers on door-to-door sales, 
due process protection of consumers 
and consumer class actions to recover 
actual damages.

Study shows more males drown 


MADISON. Wis.(AP) - University of 
Wisconsin President John Weaver 
said today he will ask the regents to 
cut $4.4 million from the university's

Weaver said the reduction would 


cut the amount of state money 
requested in the budget to about $601 
million. The budget proposal approved 
by the regents last Thursday asks for

Weaver said the reduction results 


from revised debt service cost es- 
timates by the state Department of 
Administration, and from federal 
interest subsidy grants. 


The grants, he said, reduce the 


state's interest on bonds for certain 
new buildings. 


The new budget request would ask 


for a state funding increase of $99.6 
million over the 1971-73 biennium. 
instead of $103.2 million requested in 
the plan approved by the regents. 
Weaver said. 


MADISON. Wis. (AP)-The drowning 
rate for males is five times the rate 
for females in Wisconsin, and youths 
15 to 19 are more than three times 
as likely to drown as the population 
as a whole, the state division of health 
reports. 


Children under 2 years old were 


found to have the highest risk of all 
pre-teenagers of drowning, but 7- 
year-olds were shown to have the 
worst incident of children drowning 
on frozenover bodies of water in the 
study based on drownings in the state 
from 1966 to 1970. 


There were an average of 166.6 


accidental drownings per year during 
that period for a rate of 6.4 per 100,000 
males compared with 1.3 per 100,000 
females. Suicides by drowning 
averaged 12 per year. 


Although water recreation 


increased significantly in Wisconsin 
during the last two decades, the 
report said, there was not an ac- 
companying increase in drownings - 
probably due to increased emphasis 
on water safety. 


But nearly a quarter of all 


drownings involve water recreation, 
the study said, 70 per cent of them 
caused by capsizing or falling over- 
board. More than 91 per cent of such 
drownings were of males. 


Most drownings occur in natural 


bodies of water, swimming pools and 
other large manmade bodies, the 
reported add. It said that, of the 
remainder, more males drowned in 
wells, tanks and cisterns, while more 
females drowned in bathtubs.

populous nation on earth. 


Late in the 19th century the Ger- 


man Kaiser had a recurring nightmare 
which he called "The Yellow Peril." 
He envisioned a China and Japan 
united against the white man in Asia. 


The Kaiser persuaded the young 


and impressionable Czar of Russia 
that his fears were real. Together they 
forced Japan to disgorge the sphere 
of interest it had acquired in 
Manchuria as a result of its victory 
in 1895 over Imperial China. It was 
a fatal error. 


That piece of imperialist skull 


duggery stunned Japan and 
strengthened the hands of the military 
faction. The Japanese soon had their 


"The Yellow Peril" never 


materialized because, far from 
cooperating. China and Japan were 


The defeat of World War II 


uprooted militarism in Japan. 
Ironically. China, now under Com- 
munist rule, is a major military power 
with a 2H million-man army sup- 
ported with nuclear weapons.

Any thought that together Japan 


and China may constitute a 
modern-day "Yellow Peril" appears 


Each is an international power. But 


they have created their new relat- 
ionship out of a desire to prevent the 
recurrence of a Pacific war such as 
the one which left each poor and 
weak.

Japanese themselves in Peking is: 
Where does Japan fit in China's 
post-summit view of things? Is it to 
be just another of the many countries 
knocking politely at Peking's door or 
is there to be a serious economic, 
political and cultural collaboration? 


Only the Chinese can answer this. 


The Japanese are eager to play their 


part They stress the UMW years of 
cultural ties between China and 
Fijian. MM** *•»* Japanese credits 
/•M iinrtfrwritf the Chinese fiveyear 
plan, and dream of sharing the aid 
burden hi Southeast Asia. 


What they forget is that although 


there are some things which unite 
them, there are many others which 
divide China and Japan. 


Although the Japanese borrowed 


heavily from China, each has a dis- 
tinctive culture of its own. as alike 
and as different as England and 
France. Each believe*, perhaps mis- 
takenly, that it understands the other. 


The Chinese way of thinking is. like 


the vast land they inhabit, broad and 
sweeping. Heaven is its outer limit. 
Philosophy is a favorite sport. 


The Japanese, like their narrow 


islands, are less able to take the wide 
view. Their thinking is tortured. Their 
singleminded loyalty and obedience to 
authority are remarkable in a 
rebellious age. 


They have produced no great 


philosophers. But the Japanese have 
an ability to organize their human 
and mechanical resources that is the 
envy even of the organization-minded 
Communists. 


The Japanese successfully invoke 


the Confucian ideal of duty to family 
and superior. 
The Communist Chinese have 


dumped Confucius and appeal instead 
to the spirit of self-sacrifice for the 
common good. It also works, but it 
seems to be talcing longer than the 
Japanese method. 


Screening cufs cancer deaths 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - An 


experimental yearly screening 
program in New York has resulted in 
reduction of breast cancer death rates 
by one-third, says a report on a new 
five-year study. 


However, the manual and X-ray 


tests reduced the mortality rate only 
in women over 50. 


The report on breast cancer - the 


No. 1 fatal cancer among women — 
is to be presented today at the 
Seventh National Cancer Conference 
sponsored by the American Medical 
Society and the National Cancer In- 
stitute. 


A preview of the study was 


presented at a Thursday news 
conference by Sam Shapiro, director 
of research and statistics of the 
Health Insurance Plan of Greater New 
York. 
A total of 62,000 female participants 


in the insurance plan were studied, 
he said. Half were offered the annual 


screening and half were not. 


Within five years, 42 per cent of the 


unscreened women who got breast 
cancer died from it. Shapiro said. 


Of those in the study group, only 


28 per cent of those who contracted 
breast cancer died in five years. In 
addition, some women in the study 
group refused screening, and the 
death rate for those who actually 
underwent examination was only 17 
percent. 


The diagnostic tools used in 


searching for early breast cancer were 
clinical examination, manual palpat- 
ion by a doctor and mammography. 
X-rays of the breast. 


Shapiro couldn't explain why the 


screening program had little effect on 
women in the under-50 group. 


"It may have something to do with 


the kinds of cancer women get before 
menopause and the kind they get 
after menopause, but we just don't 
know," he said.

It turned out that mammography, 


which is much more sensitive than 
the manual examination, played a 
large part in the reduced mortality 
over the over-50 women, he said. 


The results of the five-year study, 


he said, justify expansion of the 
screening program to more women. 
This would be especially important for 
women who. because of certain as- 
pects of their medical history, are 
high-risk breast cancer targets, 
Shapiro said. 


Shapiro said that only 2 per cent 


of the cancers detected by mam- 
mography led to deaths in the five- 
year period. 


On the other hand, he said, more 


trained medical workers and cheaper 
screening methods will have to 
become available before major seg- 
ments of the female population can 
be examined this way.

resentment against President George 
Meany among second and third level 
labor leaders came close to a humiliat- 
ing explosion when a resolution "re- 
spectfully requesting" Meany's re- 
tirement and endorsing Sen. George 
McGovern almost passed the North 
Carolina AFL-CIO state federation in 
mid-September. 


At the last minute, a frantic 


telephone call from Alexander Barkan, 
political chief of the AFL-CIO, to state 
AFL-CIO president Wilbur Hobby, 
warned of retaliation. That sidetracked 
the anti-Meany resolution. 


Barkan, chairman of the federation's 


Committee on Political Education 
(COPE), reminded Hobby that passage 
of any resolution endorsing McGovern 
would put the state body under AFL» 
CIO receivership. But what really dis- 
turbed Barkan, a tough political opera- 
tive, was the insult to 78-year-old 
Meany, architect of the AFL-CIO's 
neutrality in the Presidential election. 


Hobby killed the resolution despite 


an informal headcount at the conven- 
tion in Raleigh that gave it close to 75 
per cent of the vote. 


That near-miss attack on Meany 


points up this new political fact inside 
the AFL-CIO: despite evidence pointing 
to an overwhelming rank-and-file labor 
vote for President Nixon Nov. 7, crusty 
old George Meany has lost his halo with 
much of the federation's lower-level 
hierarchy such as shop stewards and 


local union officers. 


One reason for this loss of prestige is 


the splitting effect of Meany's neu- 
trality policy on political activity by 
national and local unions in lesser 
election campaigns. 


Thus, for the first time, liberal 


Republican Sen. Clifford Case of New 
Jersey now has the endorsement of the 
New Jersey state AFL-CIO, neutral in 
past Case campaigns. But while the 
state federation is endorsing Case, the 
New Jersey Industrial Union Council, 
also an AFL-CIO arm, is backing his 
Democratic challenger, Paul J. Krebs. 


As the president of one powerful 


international union told us: "The New 
Jersey federation thinks it is following 
Meany's example of everyone for him- 
self, but the result is to disperse labor 
political power and cancel it out." 


Despite Meany's profession of neu- 


trality, in short, many second-echelon 
AFL-CIO officials at local and state 
levels are convinced that he wants Mr. 
Nixon to win. Some are trying to play 
his game but others are incensed. 


In a letter to a Midwestern COPE 


director last week, a local union official 
described Meany as "an obnoxious, 
backward boor" and called for "a fuli- 
scale dump-Meany movement thrown 
open full throttle." 


To such attacks, Meany reacts with 


assured confidence that his presidential 
neutrality edict will give him a political 
clout inside a second-term Nixon White 
House he wouldn't otherwise have. 


Meany's strategy assumes the 


President's re-election by a huge mar- 
gin, coupled with Democratic victory in 
both the Senate and House. His aides 
claim that neutrality in the Presidential 
campaign has already paid dividends in 
the form of a sudden White House 
switch against a compulsory arbitra- 
tion bill to block transportation strikes. 
The bill had total Administration sup- 
port until July. 


That is disputed, however, by impar- 


tial experts. The White House switch 
was not a pay-off to Meany but a 
surrender to win over key Teamsters 
Union official Einar Mohn (who runs 
the Teamsters' western conference) 
before the Teamsters' July 17 vote to 
endorse Mr. Nixon's re-election. 


Thus, critics of Meany worry that 


once Mr. Nixon is home safe for his 
final term he will conveniently forget 
any debt to George Meany and push 
with greater zeal than before toward 
his goal of reducing big labor's power. 


If that happens, Meany conceivably 


could find himself in deep trouble, but 
he is more than willing to take the 
gamble. He is supremely oblivious to 
the anti-Meany mood of lower-level 
labor bureaucrats and supremely con- 
fident 
of rank-and-file support. 


Moreover, he has not forgotten that 
both his predecessors held office until 
death —Sam Gompers at 74 and William 
Green at 82.

'Disaster* 
declared 
for red tide 


BOSTON (AP) - A "red tide" of 
tone algae which brought on a baa 
on the sale and consumption of some 
ahdtfiah in five New England states 
two weeks ago has sent an economic 
shock through the entire fishing in- 
dustry of the area. 


President Nixon declared the 


Northeast coast a disaster area 
Thursday and the Small Business 
Administration and the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness began 
gearing up to see what they can do 
to rescue hard-pressed fishing firms- 


Prices for shellfish affected by the 


ban as well as species which have 
been declared safe from red tide 
poisoning have skidded, for fishermen 
as well as wholesalers and retailers. 


"They've cooked it completely," 


said Al Hook, a partner in the lobster 
firm of James Hook & Co. "Our 
business has fallen off 60 to 70 per 
cent." 


It is worse in other places, such as 


the picturesque fishing town of 
Gloucester, where an estimated 70 per 
cent of the 27,000 residents depend on 
the sea for a living. 


The original ban applied to all 


soft-shell and hard-shell clams, to 
mussels and to scallops. Lobsters, 
oysters, crabs, shrimp and fin fish 
were aU declared safe. Scallops and 
hardshell clams were later removed 
from the ban in effect in Maine, 
Massachusetts, Vermont, Rhode 
Island and New Hampshire. 


The ban on soft-shell clams and 


mussels remains in effect, but starting 
Saturday some areas in southeastern 
Massachusetts will be opened for the 
digging of species affected by the red 
tide. 


In addition, state authorities have 


cleared for retail sales some shellfish 
which could harbor red tide toxin, 
after ascertaining they are free of 
poison. 


But fishing industry spokesmen say 


the red tide, which can cause death 
to humans who eat contaminated 
shellfish, was seen by consumers as 
a general bogey-man. 


"I've got a plant in Florida - at 


Miami Springs," Hook said. "It's the 
same everywhere. People are just 
frightened."

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PHILADELPHIA -Proposals to have 


more young women participate in the 
next convention of the Lutheran 
Church Women and to find ways to 
meet the needs of "employed women. 
single women, young women under 30 
and older women/' were approved at a 
meeting of the LCW board of directors 
meeting here recently. 


Both proposals were in response to 


recommendations made at the last 
LCW convention in Philadelphia in 
August. 1971. 


In order that more women between 


the ages of 16*nd 21 be involved in the 
1974 convention of the LCW in Kansas 
City, Mo., the board approved develop- 
ment of a pilot project with the Central 
States Synod, the host unit which 
includes the states of Kansas, Missouri. 
Oklahoma and Arkansas, and adjacent 
synods to invite young women between 
the ages of 16 and 21 to the convention, 
"taking into consideration geographic 
location and potential interest in the 
auxiliary'-" 


In addition synodical LCW units are 


being urged to e'ect 
teen-age 


delegates. The convention committee is 
working on ways to involve the young 
women in the convention. 


Teen-age Delegates 


"The project offers the possiblity of 


teen-age women to become more ac- 
curately and fully acquainted with 
LCW through participation in the con- 
vention panels, in worship and musical 
events, as reactors, discussion leaders, 
news reporters, display assistants, 
etc.." a report to the board by the 
committee studing the matter stated. 


Some of the objectives of the 


proposal include providing a setting 
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favorable for mutually beneficial 
exchange of insights, interests and 
talents, sharing fellowship and inspira- 
tion, and "mustering the interest and 
power of a cross-generational group of 
Lutheran women." 


In a report on meeting the needs "of 


employed women, single women, 
young women under 30 and older 
women," it was stated that "the LCW 
needs to be sensitive to the concerns of 
these groups of women and act as ca- 
talysts so that programs will be provid- 
ed for them." 


The board adopted recommenda- 


tions to ask synodical units to provide 
for discussion groups which would 
focus on sensitizing LCW to meet the 
needs of these women at district as- 
sembly meetings held by the units in 
1973 and 1974. 


The request will be presented to tne 


presidents of synodical units at the 
Synodical President's Conference in 
January. 


A study made earlier by LCW 


showed that younger women, women 
employed outside the home and single 
women were under-repersented in 
LCW.

ministry committee chairman, synod 
representative on the social concerns 
commission of the Colorado Council of 
Churches and member of the Arapahoe 
County Inter-Faith Task Force.

Education, learning not the same, says Ferver

DE PERE-"Education is big busi- 


ness," said Jack Ferver, administrator 
of 
Federal 
Community Service 


Programs and director of programs in 
education for the University of Wis- 
consin Extension-$80 billion worth. 


He was addressing women at the 


"Emerging Family Conference" Wed- 
nesday, criticizing current trends 
which "fault parents or children when 
we should be looking at the school 
situation." 


The educator, whose current in- 


terests include developing new ex- 
tended-degree 
programs 
for 


paraprofessionals in education, in es- 
tablishing a youth service corp alter- 
native in the school system, and 
making available university resources 
to help with educational renewal of 
schools, presented the women with a 
list of five statements which "come 


closest to your belief about schools, 
education and human potential." 


Five views 


First was the "reactionary." Schools 


as we now generally know them today 
have lost much of their enforcement of 
discipline, attention to the basic 3 R's, 
and concern for teaching of the values 
and morals of our society, and it's about 
time we get back to their former 
methods and purposes if they are to be 
a positive force in the development of 
human potential. 


"Conservative" was the second atti- 


tude. Schools as we now generally 
know them are a highly positive force 
in the development of human potential 
and should be maintained about as they 
are. 


Thirdly he outlined the "liberal 


progressive" approach. Schools as we 
now generally know them should be 
improved 
by 
providing 
fewer 


requirements and more options; fewer 


group 
standards 
and 
more 
in- 


dividualized satandards; less attention 
to grades and grading and more atten- 
tion to individual interests and ablili- 
ties; and less attention to the subject 
matter to be learned and more atten- 
tion to the learner. 
Radical view 


The "radical" view was fourth on the 


list. Schools as we now generally know 
them cannot be a positive force in the 
development of human potential un- 
til we discontinue compulsory atten- 
dance, eliminate grades and the system 
of competition, and regard them as only 
a part of a community-based educa- 
tional system. 


Lastly, Ferver described the "revolu- 


tionary" approach. Schools as we now 
generally know them are destructive of 
human potential and should be dises- 
tablished. 


He urged the women to quit thinking 


of education and schooling as being 
synonymous. "There are other means 
of gathering educational experiences. 
Isolation of children in schools and 
away from the community" is not the 
answer. He recommended a "rees- 
tablishing of our culture." 


Education vs learning 


Included in his presentation were 


excerpts from tapes of author-educa- 
tors Holt and Goodman. Assertions 


maintained that "knowledge, educa- 
tion and learning 
used 
to 
be 


everywhere. They've gotten locked up 
in schools and are expensive." 


Today's alternative in the school 


movement is the radical free school 
approach which stresses that schools 
be smaller, separate and independent 
and offer a variety of options from 
which people can choose. 


Ferver stated that the structure of 


the traditional classroom is simple-it's 
student, teacher oriented, rigidly struc- 
tured. It reads like "I tell you what you 
do. You do it,You pretend to do it. You 
don't do it.'"

Judge faults 'problem homes1 


Not everything sparkly is real 


SHELBY, Mich (AP)-There's a funny 


thing about the kind of people who buy 
synthetic diamonds, says a man who 
makes them. 


"Ninety per cent of the people who 


buy our diamonds at the retail level 
look like bank presidents or people who 
make $25,000 to $30,000 a year," says 
Larry 
Kelly, 
Shelby's 
synthetic 


diamond'king. 


"They lock like the kind of people 


who could afford real diamonds," he 
says. 
"Yet 
they 
buy 
diamond 


reproductions. The poor people must 
buy small, real diamonds because if 
they bought a two or three carat 
diamond, nobody would think it was 
real. 


"The rich people buy the bi§ 


reproductions and wear them because 
everybody knows they must be real," 
he says. 


Shelby is a city of 1,603 tucked away 


in Western Michigan's fruit belt, better 
known for its crops of blueberries and 
cherries than diamonds. 


Yet Kelly, 27, and a partner have run 


an idea, borrowed money and hard 
work into a booming business within 18 
months. 


The company, ICT, is oen of four in 


the United States which produce man- 
made diamonds, near enough to the 
real thing to fool anyone except an 
expert using a powerful magnifying 
glass. The other plants are at Ann Ar- 
bor and Jackson, Mich., and New Jer- 
sey. 


In nature, flawless diamonds are so 


rare that they command at least $2,300 
per carat But using new processes and 
lots of electricity, you can create 
diamond-like substances at one-twen- 
tieth of the cost. 


Kelly and eight empioyes "grow" 


diamond replicas from a molten mix- 
ture of aluminum oxide from France 
and yttrium oxide from Colorado at 
$400 per pound, using about $65,000 
worth of shipment for each production 
unit. 


DE PERE - Debbie is 15-years-old,

More examples

A further con- 
dition for treatment was that he be 
white. 


"Where would they find that kind of 


child in my court," Val queried. 


Bring families together 


"If you could be with me one day as 


an observer in children's court . .you 
would be frustrated.. .you would want 
to shout it to the rooftops. 


"If we could somehow bring families 


together in a meaningful, healthful, 
stable way, where there is genuine 
togetherness even in adversity," stated 
the diminutive judge, "juvenile crime 
would be diminished." 


She continued, "When a boy or girl 


has a father or nr.other with values that 
he or she can respect, rt really doesn't 
matter if one departs."

Access to the world 


His objection to the current educa- 


tional system is that "the classroom 
stands between the child and the world. 
The world is nothing like the 
classroom." He encouraged "open ac- 
cess to the real world to the young as 
they grow up so they can take it (the 
world) on progressively." 


Ferver told of a time when six per 


cent of the people in the U.S. went to 
high school. That was in 1900 with the 
purpose of education on the secondary 
level acting as a protective agent 
whereby "a child was taken out of the 
fields." Since that time, however, 
"we've sentenced them to school," he 
said. 


The speaker, who contended that the 


major aim of education should be the 
development of responsible students, 
wished those controlling the educa- 
tional system would rethink the op- 
tions and innovations available. One 
alternative would be the doing away 
with 
"residential 
requirements," 


providing a free choice of the type of 
schooling most beneficial to the 
student 


"The problem is not just with the 


schools but with the people who run 
schools," he emphasized. 


Stated Ferver, "Just try to cut out 


grades in schools and see what hap- 
pens!"
